NEW PUCCINI OP ERA. 

“A Rome report states that 
Signor Giacomo Puccini, the well- 
known composer who produced 
“Madam Butterfly" amongst 
his many successful , operas, 
is fulfilling the promisa he made 
to Madame Murai Tamaki of 
writing a new opera having China 
as the. scene. The libretto ‘is 
taken from the -play “Re Tur- 
andote” written by Count Carlo 
Gozzi in the 18th century, which 
was translated into German by 
Schiller. Gozzi was descended 
from an old Venetian family, and 
was born at Venice in March, 
1712. He was a most precocious 
youth, and wrote four poems be- 
fore the age of sixteen.’ He Wasa 
rival of the great Italian dra- 
matist Carlo Goldoni, against 
whom he wrote satirical verses, 
The scene of the opera will be 
laid in an imaginary ancient 
China, with plenty of fanciful 
poetry. Puccini studied Chinese 
music, especially their popular 
songs, and was sent purposely to 
China to hear some of the Chin- 
ese songs, which seemed to him 
very: simple and primitive. He 
also obtained from an American 
some of these on phonograph 
records. It is not certain when 
the opera will be ready, as the 
poets Simrani and Abami, who 
are providing the libretto, have 
only written two acts so far’

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Sir Algernon West Dies at 
the Age. of 88, 


SHIPBUILDERS.

By the doath of Sir Algernon }. 


West which took place Jast 
month in his 89th year, has broken 
one of our jast links, among 
public men, with pre-Victorian 
times. . 

Born within hail of Whitehall 
on April 4, 1832, the year of the 
groat Reform ili, Sir Algornon 


was proud of his ancestry. On his |- 


father’s side he was linked with 
William ‘Pitt, and of the other 
side of his family he wrote in his 


|" Recollections.” : 


My mothor was 8 daughter of 


Lord Orford, through. whom we’ 


trace our descent from tho great 
Sir Robert Walpole, tmy great 
greatgrandfather. His daughter 
married Colonel Churchill, a son 
of Goneral Uburchill. and the 
fascinating actress Anne Oldfiatd. 
Their daughter bocame the wife 
of Lord Orford, my grandfather. 
THE DUKE'S TIP. 

One of Sir Algernon’s eirliest 
recollections was 1 visit to the 
Duke of’ Wellington, whd had 
just received some of the first now 
shillings. coined | in - Queen 
Victoria's reign He asked-younz 
West if ‘he would like to havea 
portrait of the Queen, and xave 
him one of these new shillings. 
This was at Walmer Castle, and 
Sir Algernon used to tell how, as 
a boy, he and the great Duke ran 
a race down the grass hill leading 
to the main gate. - 

As showing the barbarous stato 
of our laws at this period, Weut 
says that just before tho Queen 
ascended the throne alittle boy 
was sentenced to death for break- 
ing a confectioner’s window and 
stoaling some sweetmeats. Luna- 
tics wero chained together on 
beds of straw, naked, handcuffed, 
and shown at 24. a‘head for cach 
visitor. , 

Educated at Eton, West was 
the last'clerk to enter the public 
service without examination. 

Those were the days (he wrote) 
in which the dandies reigned, 
with their triple waistcoats, their 
many folded neckcloths, their 
wristbands turned back over their 
tight coat sleeves, their brocaded 
evening waistcoats and embroid- 
ered shirt fronts. 

MEMORIES OF G.OM, 

in 1861. he was appoirted 
private secretary to Sir Charles 
Wood, then Secretary for India, 
and this led to -his being chosen 
as private secretary to Gladstone 
in 1868, when the great states- 
man became Prime Minister for 
tho first time. Two years later, 
Gladstone was looking forward 
to retirement, 

“ One morning, at the close of a 
peculiarly harassing debate, we 
walked home in the dawning 
day, and on parting at tho foot of

the Duke of York's steps, weary |” 


as he was, he said: ‘ Well, my 
work is now nearly over. 
can pass Lrish Education, and 
find a fitting place for youin the 
Civil Sorvice, 1 shall have done 
all I wish to do, and be able to 
retire. ‘ 

Yot the statesman who in 1870 
was thinking of retiring began his 
fourth administration in 1892, 
when he was over 80 years of age. 

Sir Algernon had many stories 
of the chief he served so long. 

One day in 1872 I was sum- 
moned to Downing-street, and on 
my arrival! I was aurprised to find 
Mr. Gladstone in the garden with 
Sir Henry Storks and Sir 
‘Fredorick Abel. who had promis- 
ed to demonstrate the art of felling 
trees noiselessly by gun-cotton. 
A mast had been planted in the 
ground with a necklace of gun- 
cotton around it, which at the 
proper time was to be exploded. 

Mr. Ayrton, then First Com- 
missioner of Works,.who was not 
a scientific believer, was protest- 
ing against the experiment, but on 
Sir Frederick's aseurance that

nobody would be “ one penny the 
worse,” the gun-cotton was 
exploded, with a torrific report, 
which was heard in Hyde Park. 
I found myself under a shower of 
glass, which had fallen from the 
skylight of the First Lord's house, 
and all the adjoining windows 
were smashed. ; 
There was one person who 
rejoiced—thatwas the triamphant 
Ayrton. Thearies were exploded 
as well as gun-cotton. : 
Sir Algernon West was appoint- 
ed Deputy-Chairman of the Board 
of Inland Revenue in 1877, and 
Ohairman of the Board in 1881, 
fog this last post he retired in 
92.

INEFFECTUAL UNOFFICIALS. 


The Stamp: Bill is passed. The duties payable on our 
tobacco.and spirits have been, increased. ‘The-tax on our 
houses is greater. All these things have happened during 
the past month, and we are going to ask our readers to do 
the same as we have done—cast their minds back over the 
period and note with what ineffectual’ lispings our 
Unofficial Members have attempted to interpret the public 
opinion of this Colony. What have they done? What 
constructive aysistince have they rendered to the Govern- 
ment of which they are members and in what degree have 
they voived the opinion of the public they are supposedly 
given a chance to represent! We ask. that question in all 
seriousness and without. the slightest personal consideration. 
Let us examine the ilems, one by one, to Lry to find out. ’ 

The most important item of all---the increase in the 
assessment “rate— was allowed to puss ‘through — the 
Legislative Council without a’murmur. By a- simple 
resolution the cost of every person's rent in this Colony was 
increased from its already high level to something higher 
—the burden of balancing the family exchequer was made 
the harder for every resident, native and foreign. And 

“yet there was. a total absence of protest, of” alternative 
suggestions, even of comment. On the same day, and by 
an equally simple method, the taxation on tobacco, and 
spirituous Jiquor was also increased. We don't think 
there was much room for criticism or protest. on that. but 
the fact remains that whatever little might have been said 
wasn't said. Not a syllable. And then, a little while after, 
comes along the Stamp Bill—a Bill that raised a storm of 
protest outside. «But what happehs in Council! One of 
the Unollicials gets hopelessly confused about stamps and 
Free Trade and then has to leave un holiday, and among the 
others there is some attempt made to see ‘that all the re- 
commendations and suggestions sent in to'‘the Government 
are adopted. They didn’t succeed entirely and we don't 
think they deserved to succeed. The past month has been 
rich in opportunities for presenting the public’s case that 
the cost of living in this Colony is reaching a figure when 
Government economy should come to our assistanve—op- 
portunities that have been squandered’ by reason of the 
failure to present anything in the shape of alternatives to 
Government suggestions or.a well-reasoned criticism of 


_ Governmental policies. The speech delivered by His Ex- 


cellency the Officer Administering the Government waé not 


in answer to the Unoflicial Members, it was in answer tol‘ 


what had been said by others and to what had been writteri 
in the editorial columns of Hongkong's hewspapers. And, 
presuming that speech did not find. favour with the 
Unoflicials, there was never ai answer vouchsafed. 

We, have heard a lot about. the cry. for an: unofficial 
“majority.” We still question, as we have done in the 
past, whether that. gift would not bring us to a state worse 
than that in which we are now: It is 
memory of most of our readers that a few years ago the 
then Governor (Sir Henry May) made reference to the 
“ big intellects of the past” and that one of our Unofficial 
Members Balai against what he considered to be a 
slight on the modern generation of “ unofficials.’ We can- 
not but think, after reviewing the course of events of the 
ast month, that Sir’ Henry May voiced a lament shared
